For the de- 
fendant, it was contended that there was no negligence 
on his part, and also that on the part of the piaintifi 
there had been such an amount of negligence in taking 
care ot his rty as would exonerate the detendant 
from his legal li . It appeared that the ntiff 
had had a conversation with the chamberm- id in his 
bedroom about her wages, and whether she was satisfied 
with her situation while he was winding up his watch 
belore to bed, and that he had not locked his door. 
His lordship left it to the jury whether this was a 
want of reasonable care on his part. The jury found 
a verdict for the plaintiff—damages £15.
